Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/1 1/2008 has 
been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4,6,8,1 0-1 3, 27-32 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches a photoelectric conversion device with first semiconductor region for 
accumulating signal charge, and amplifying FETfor receiving the charge, where a 
channel stopped and oxide film, as well as a buried layer of a second conductivity type, 
to isolate the photodiode from a second conductivity type material, and also such 
channel stop is known to isolate from a main electrode region of the amplifying FET 
however not with the structure where the buried second conductivity layer is not 
arranged.
